Short Campaigns Wasteful.

The dark chapters of American 
history from 1921 to 1924 are an in- 
dication of what can take place in 
the government of our country in 
the absence of an active minority 
party.

It is an extraordinarily frank docu- 
ment. It envisages Germany faced 
by two possibilities of conflict first, 
action against territorial robbery; 
second, protection of German neu- 
trality and interests during a con-| 
flict between foreign powers. 
Under the first head General Groe- 
ner foresees danger principally from 
Poland, possibly supported by 
France. Poland, it is asserted, is 
already creating a jumping-off place 
near the German border for a raid. 
Germany therefore needs armed 
forces to prevent such incursions into 
her territory and to guard her fron- 
tier until a higher league of nations 
or some great power intervenes on 
her side. 


Details of Tension. 


As for the danger of being drawn 
into a conflict between the great 


powers, General Groener has this to 
say: 
“The tension between Czecho- 


slovakia and Italy, between Italy and 
Yugoslavia and between Poland and 
Lithuania, with Russia in the back- 
ground, has left Europe no peace. 
The antagonism between England 
and Russia is notorious.. Revela- 
tions of the last few weeks [General 


Groener’s memorandum was written | 


in November] reveals as by a search- 
light the future groupings of powers 
around England and France on the 
one hand, and America on the other. 


“The fighting out of these antago- | 


nisms is only a question of time, and 
Germany, a people of 60,000,000 in 
the heart of Europe, runs the grav- 
est danger of being drawn into the 
struggle. 

“If we do not intend our neutrality 
should be violated, we must defend 
ovr neutrality in arms.’’ 

General Groener’s chief contention 
is that the fleet must command the 
Baltic Sea against Poland. Poland, 
he says, is strengthening her fleet 
and France has bound herself by 
treaty to support Poland in case of 
war by a strong cruiser squadron 
which could pass, before Poland 
began hostilities, under the Polish 
flag without direct French partici- 
pation in a war. 

On the other hand, he says, it is 
doubtful whether France will be able 
to spare for Poland any warships 
from her vulnerable Mediterranean 
flank. 

“In the Anglo-French compromise 
England seems to have guaranteed 


the French Mediterranean communi-| 


tions," he states. “‘It is doubtful 
Whether this guarantee will be last- 
Ing. British public opinion sharply 
repudiated the arrangement which 
had an anti-American point, and it 
may soon, perhaps after the general 
election, insist on a change.”

This Groener memorandum, it is 
explained, came into being in Nu 
vember when the newly formed 
Mueller Socialist coalition govern- 


ment was obliged to defend its policy 
on the construction of a series of 
armed cruisers called for by the Ger- 
man naval defense plan. One of 
Chancellor Mueller’s first acts was 
to approve the expenditure of some 
10,000,000 marks as a first install- 
ment on this building program and 
this led to the keel being laid for a 
new cruiser. 

Immediately the Liberals and the 
Reds raised a hue and cry against 
what they called the militaristic 
activities of the Socialists in backing 
a plan approved by the former 
Reichstag under a bourgeoise coali- 
tion cabinet. Chancellor Mueller de- 
fended his standpoint, saying that he 
was not approving an extension in 
armaments but was merely giving 
his epinion that the Reich’s finances 
were able to stand the burden of 
naval expenditures the previous plan 
entailed. 

As a sop to the radicals and liberals 
the Socialists brought a motion in 
the Reichstag to kill this building 
program. Upon this development, 
General Groener wrote his memoran- 
dum to state his reasons for wanting 
this bill defeated. One of these rea- 
sons, expounded before Parliament 
was that he had obligated the Reich 
for many millions more than the first 
instalment of the naval appropria- 
tion and to end the building activities 
would place him in an untenable posi- 
tion and force him to resign. 


French Navy Feared. 

General Groener, however, refused 
to reveal his defense plans in the 
Reichstag on the ground that such 
action would be playing into the 
hands of potential enemies. 
ever, he agreed to give his defense 
scheme, which called for additional 
cruisers, to members of the govern- 
ment and a few others who could be 
trusted with the nation’s secrets. 


Now that this document is pub- 
lished, the official view is that there 


is nothing sensational in its dis- 
closures. It is admitted that the 
statement, ‘‘the Polish hunger for 


German territory in East Prussia or 
Upper Silesia and Polish political 
manifestations are no secret,’’? may 
have been an unfortunate one for the 
document to include, but spokesmen 
of the Reich insist that it expresses 
truths, and that, in the eventuality 
of a Polish attack, the enemy could 
completely cut off East Prussia from 
the rest of the nation by throwing 
troops into the Polish corridor 

The only means of communication 
would be by sea, and to maintain it 
Germany must maintain a larger 
fleet than Poland. Though she now 
has this advantage, it could quickly 
be offset should France, as the ally 
of Poland, send a warship to the 
Baltic. Germany must 
have a sufficient naval force to hold 
command of the Skagerrak, her mili- 
tary experts declare. Vilna, Fiume 
and Memel are cited here as ex- 
amples of the uselessness of locking 
the stable after the horse is stolen. 
General Groener insists that he is 
doing the locking now. 

What especially hurts Germans in 
the affair, which several papers call 
a monstrous scandal, is that a trust

Herr Vissel denied that the pres- 
ent arbitration system lacks author- 
ity, and asserted that the enforce- 
ment of tarriff agreements can be 
affected the same as any other con- 
tract.

It might seem that 
one would have a better chance to 
cross safely in the middle of the 
block, but the number of men who 
meet death that way is almost twice 
as great as of those killed at reg- 
ular crossings. It is at these “ jay- 
walkers’ that Mr. WHALEN is spe- 
cially aiming, but he and Mr. Mc- 
ApDOoO appear to have in mind also 
stricter regulations at crossings. 

The common-law rule has been 
that all users of the highway have 
equal and reciprocal rights and 
duties. The pedestrian has suffered 
because he has been unable, under) 
modern conditions, to assert that 
right. The National Conference on 
Street and Highway Safety long ago 
called on the pedestrian to surrender 
his present right to cross the street 
where and when he wills. In re- 
turn, motorists should yield the 
right of way to pedestrians at cross- | 
walks. The conference admitted | 
that the matter of controlling pedes- | 
trians at regulated crossings by stop- 
and-go signals involves a “ delicate 
“problem of introduction and en- 
“forcement.” It is certain that New 
York pedestrians will not support 
any radical regulation unless assured 
that they will not be unduly delayed, 
and that when they cross they will 
be given plenty of time to do so in 
comfort and safety.

BETTER BOOK BUSINESS. 


The annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Association of Book Publish- 
ers is something of a celebration this 
year. The new firms, of which there 
are a surprisingly large number, and 
the old ones are all rejoicing in the 
satisfactory condition of their busi- 
ness. Neither the activities of cen- 
sors nor the enormous variety of 
other means of diversion can pre- 
vent people from reading when they 
have a running start in the habit 
and a plentiful supply of good ma- 
terial. The publishers say that bet- | 
ter books are being written and de- 
manded. In the sense that they are 
more instructive than the best sel- 
lers of a few years ago this is true. 
History, philosophy, biography and 
psychology are as popular as fiction. 
More books of all classes are being 
published, and more people are read- 
ing. Perhaps those who read noth- 
ing a short time ago are now spell- 
ing out ETHEL M. DELL and ZANE 
GREY, while their former admirers 
have graduated to EDITH WHARTON 
and the Whartonites have gone on 
to STRACHEY. 

In the general prosperity of the 
country it is natural that the pub- 
lishing business should be carried 
along to some extent. Different 
methods of merchandising have also 
had a part in its growth. When 
every publisher felt that a _ best 
seller was essential to his prestige 
concentration in the 
the likeliest volume 
which rather overshadowed works 
of less popular appeal. Now the ad- 
vertising budget is more diversified, 
and the whole selling department is 
on the alert for indications of a 
swing to any one of the books which 
might yield a pleasant surprise.

Science Uses Housefly Wings 
To Measure Heat of Stars 


Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—By 
using the wings of a common 
housefly in an instrument de- 


signed to measure heat radiated 
by stars millions of miles from 
the earth, science employs the in- 
finitesimal to stu. y the infinite, 
according to Dr. C. G. Abbot, Sec- 
retary of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution. 

“‘During the past Su:.mer,’’ Dr. 
Abbot told the House Appropria- 
tions Committee, ‘I was out at 
Mount Wilson, in California, and 
carried on there a study of the 
radiation of the stars, taking the 
heat from a star, collecting it 
with the great 100-inch telescope 
and measuring the heat in its 
spectrum. This work was done 
with an instrument composed of 
the wings of a common housefly. 

“It was so exceedingly delicate 
that the wings of a single house- 
fly would be sufficient to make a 
dozen of these instruments.”’

| Bureau of Mines Estimates Value 


at $5,400,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (#).—Proe- 
liminary calculations by the Bureau 
of Mines announced today placed 


the 1928 valuation of minerals pro- 
duced in the country at $5,400,000,- 
000. This is a decrease of 2 per 
cent from the valuation of total min- 
eral products in 1927, the bureau ex- 
plained, due largely to the lower 
prices which obtained on the 1928 
output of coal and petroleum. 

The metal proportion of the year’s 
mineral production was valued at 
$1,260,000,000, while the combined 
petroleum and coal output was val- 
ued at $2,900,000,000. Clays, stone, 
slate and other non-metallic min- 
erals produced during the year were 
valued at $1,240,000,000.

The Majestic was steaming ten 
knots with her engines and making 
eight knots through the water Mon- 
day afternoon, according to Captain 
William Marshall, and the glass was 
steadily rising.

west, with hurricane force in the 
frequent squalls which were accom- 
panied by snow.

The top of the 
wave went over the bride, eighty 
feet above the normal water line, 
smashing a window in the wheel- 
house, ten windows on the starboard 
side of the promenade deck and four 
on the port side. The first officer 
received two severe cuts on the head 
from pieces of flying glass, and four 
of the seamen in the watch on deck 
also were cut.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—A move 
by the Delaware & Hudson Company 
to segregate transportation proper- 
ties from its coal properties was 
made today when the railroad filed 
before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission an application for authority 
to transfer virtually all its more im-| 
portant railroad interests, with a few 
exceptions noted, to a new company 
known as the Delaware & Hudson 
Railroad Corporation, organized un- 
der the railroad laws of New York 
State. The transfer would not in- 
|clude any stock interest in any cor- 
| poration engaged in the anthracite 
industry, which would be retained by 
|the Delaware & Hudson Company. 

For the properties acquired the new 
| corporation would pay to the Dela- 
|ware & Hudson Company $9,000,000 
in cash and securities, including 515,- 
740 shares of common and 257,870 
shares of preferred stock. The com- 
mission was asked to grant authority 
to the new corporation to issue the 
stock, which was to have no par 
value. 
| ‘The commission was asked to rule 
| under paragraphs 18 to 22, inclusive, 
| of the interstate commerce act that 
| present and future convenience and 
necessity made the segregation advis- 
able and in the public interest. 

A request also was made for an 
order which would authorize the Del- 
| aware & Hudson Railroad Corpora- 
tion to ‘‘acquire control, either under 
a lease or by the purchase of stock 
| or in any other manner not involving 
| the consolidation of any carriers into 
a single system for ownership and 
operation,”’ of the properties of the 
Delaware & Hudson Company with 
exceptions noted. 

The commission was asked to au- 
thorize issuance by the new corpora- 
tion of 773,610 shares of capital stock, 
without par value, of which 257,870 
are to be preferred shares and 515,- 
740 common shares. 

Among the exceptions made which 
along with the purely anthracite coal 
properties, would not be taken over 
by the new corporation, were street, 
suburban and interurban railroads 
not operated as integral parts of the

WASHINGTON, Jan 16.—Citizens 
of the United States who tour abroad 
and buy American cars would be 
permitted to bring their automobiles 
duty-free !f the tariff were 
amended in accord with a request 
filed with the Ways and Means Com- 
mitte today by Ernest N. Smith, gen- 
eral manager of the American Auto- 
mobile Association. The present duty 
is 25 per cent ad valorem.

The decision of the American 
Automobile Association to ask ex- 
emption for reimportation of Amer- 
ican-made cars was taken at a meet- 
ing of its board in New York City 
on Jan. 7, Mr. Smith said. He ex- 
plained as a ‘‘background’’ for the 
position that about 400,000 Americans 


went abroad in 1928, and so many 
went with their own cars that the 


association found it advisable to 
maintain its own representatives at 
twenty-three ports. 

‘There is also,’’ he continued, ‘‘an 
increasing number of Americans 
who go aboard and who buy- Amer- 
ican-made cars for touring purposes. 

‘Under our present laws, an Amer- 
ican citizen can take his car with 
him abroad and bring it back with 
out being subject to imposition of an 
American duty. However, if he 
wishes to purchase an American car 
while abroad, he not only must pay 
the foreign duty on such car, but 
must pay an American duty if he 
desires to bring the car back with 
him to the United States. It is sub- 
mitted that this is a hardship which 
the present law did not contem- 
plate.”’ 

Mr. Smith said this would not be 
detrimental to American commerce,
